The Congregation itself was organ-

ized in the year 1906. At that time
Dallas had a smaller Jewish commun-
ity, but the Synagogues observed a
ritual according to the Ashknism, and
those few who were brought up to
practise the Sephardic ritual or Syn-

agogue service got together and or-

ganized their Congregation under the
name of the First Roumanian-Austria- n

Congregation and purchased a
small Synagogue building in North
Dallas. North Dallas at that time was
representing in Dallas that which is
represented in New York City by the
East Side, insofar as Jewish life is
concerned, particularly those practis-
ing the Orthodox rituals.

Since that time, of course, the Jew-

ish Community in Dallas has grown
considerably and there are now three
Orthodox Congregations and one Re-

formed Temple.
The First Roumanian-Austria- n

Congregation attempts to fill that
which is so necessary in every city in
the reception of transient or religious,
observing faithfully true Orthodoxy
in the rearing of their children and in
teaching the children the fundament-
als of Judaism and creating out of
the Synagogue building a social cen-

ter for its members and others of the
community.

The Congregation last year pur-

chased a new Synagogue building and
spent a good deal of money in remod-

eling same and are now comfortably
located on the corner of Browder and
Pocahontas streets.
